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Medina Dam Case Again 
The Fourth Court of C'ivii Appeals 
yesterday affirmed the decision of the 
District Court dHsnlvinpf the tempor­ 
ary injunction secured by 
William 
Reitz* r and wife against the 
Medina 
Valley Irrigation 
Company. 
-Chief 
Justice Fly *s opinion is lengthy, cov­ 
ering fourteen pages, and takes issue 
with th 
Supreme Court of the United 
Staten u that a district court of the 
United States ha. the authority to 
condemn luna in 
I exas for foreign 
corporations. 
. 


Reitzer, the owner of 253.4 acres of 
land in the basin of the Medina \ alley, 
anteri the irrigation comtianv when Ins 
land was auout to bt flooded bv the 
waters stored by the company when 
they huilt the Medina dam. 
In his pe­ 
tition he asked that they in* forced to 
keep open 
the floodgates, 
thai his 
property might not be damaged. 
He 
secured a temporary restraining order 
against the Medina Irrigation Com­ 
pany. 
The case was appealed by the irriga­ 
tion company to the Federal Court, 
which remanded the case back to the 
District Court. 
On lmal hearing in 
the 
District 
Court 
the 
injunction 
was do-aolved and 
the appeal to the 
Court of Civil Appeals by Reitzer fol­ 
lowed. 
The Appellate Courts now hold that 
Reitzer s act of working for the irri­ 
gation company and aiding in the con­ 
struction of the dam is, in itself, 
a 
sufficient cause of estopel of injunc­ 
tion proceedings. 
The only recourse 
left, besides an appeal to the Supreme 
Court, is to file suit in the District 
Court, if he is not satisfied with the 
rulings cf a l»oard of commissioners, 
as provided for in the hill giving the 
rig lit oi eminent domain to ait public 
corporations. 
Taking fisut 
with 
the 
Supreme 
t < urt, dung* Fn , iii his opinion, says 
“ VV* feel indisposed to endorse th 
ruling of the District Judge that the 
District Court of the United States 
has the authority to condemn land in 
Texas for a loreign corporal-OI, al­ 
though it has been >** held by the Su­ 
preme Court of the I nited States in 
the case of Madisonvill* Traction Com­ 
pany vs. 
St. 
Bernard Mining Com­ 
pany, U. S. 
239. 
That decision was 
rendered by five judge.'' and a vigrous 
dassenting opinion was concurred in by 
Chief Justice Fuller, Justice Brewer, 
Justice Holmes and 
Justice 
Beck­ 
ham .” 
Giving his reasons for the opinion 
before expressed, Justice Fly goes on 
to state: 
“W e believe the attempted exercise 
of the power of condemnation of the 
property of the citizen of a State by a 
Federal Court, is without sanction of 
law or warrant of authority, and is an 
invasion of the sovereignty of State 
and th*- rights of its citizens.” 
Referring to the remedy 
Kertzer 
has in his power to invoke, 
th* 
Dis­ 
trict Judge, Judge Fly lunier says: 


“ No other officer is grunted 
th* 
fKiwer by the statutes of Texas to re­ 
ceive the petition for condemnation or 
appointment of commissioners to as­ 
certain damages, except the County 
Judge, and he alone can try the cause 
if there is dissatisfaction with the 
award of commissioners. 
“ All such grants of 
power 
are 
strictly construed, 
for the power of 
eminent domain is very harsh, and 
methods set forth in the statute grant­ 
ing such power must be strictly foi- 
owed. ” 
It is understood that the Reitzer 
case will be made a test case and be 
appealed to the United .States Su­ 
preme Court.
